solvent. Most of the owners of 
large tracts have known it. That 
was the reason for the Martin 
{$20,000,009 bond deal—to get 
| money to cover up the insolvency, 
for the state official members 
wanted t» postpone the disclosure 
of the mess they got the district 
Into. All of that is understandable. 
What is zot understandable is why 
the state officials persist in hang- 

ing on to the district.

With Lake Okeechobee regis- 
tered Tuesday as being at eleva- 
tion 18.7 feet at Canal Point and 
flood waters Mable to come in on 
farm lands from either direction, 
the truck farmers of the upper 
Glades are holding off to see what 
may happen. 

Under other conditions plowing 
would be du* to start in August 
and planting in September. Land 
forthest from the lake and there- 
fore more exposed to freezing is 
the land first to be planted, to get 
a crop on and off before the frosts 
that are lable toward the end of 
November. It is the practice of 
good farmers to run down the 
weeds and disc them in about a 
month before they put the seed 
in. When the weeds arp run down 
in the tail end of August, that al- 
lows 30 days for them to rot and 
the sour sap to get out, and brings
